CHICAGO, 
Aug-, 8.—The triangular 


fight which has been going on for the 
last three days between the Illinoia 
Central Railroad Co., the ^steamboat 
owners and the city, resulted Wednes- 
day, after considerable excitement, in 
an agreement by the railroad company 
to build immediately a temporary via- 
duct across their tracks at Van Buren 
stand to permit the public to have free 
access to the lake at all times. Shortly 
after 4 o'clock Wednesday, the excur- 
sion steamer Wacatawa landed fifty 
passengers at the Van Buren street 
dock. The special officers of the Illi- 
nois 
Central 
Railroad Co. refused 


to allow them to cross the tracks and 
a long train of freight cars was drawn 
across the right of way. 


The Macatawa immediately started 


blowing her whistle and other boats at 
the dock joined in, creating a deafen- 
ing uproar. The noise speedily at- 
tracted a crowd to the lake front, at 
least ten thousand people coming^ in 
hot haste from all directions, in antici- 
pation of a riot The police we noti- 
fied of the gathering crowd, and Capt. 
Koch, with two lieu tenants and asquad 
of police officers, was soon on the 
scene. He endeavored to silence the 
boat whistles, and sent Lieut. Preston 
on board the Leslie. The captain of the 
boat refused to stop the whistle and 
Lieut Preston proceeded to arrest him. 
The captain seized an ax to defend 
himself, drove the officers ashore and 
immediately pulled out into the lake. 
The indescribable din caused by the 
tooting of the 
whistles continued. 


Each boat began firing up and the 
smoke emitted choked and blinded the 
officers, boatmen and the constantly 
increasing crowd of spectators 
The 


workmen engaged in,tearing down the 
old viaduct, unable to hear orders or 
see their way about on the big struc- 
ture ceased work for the day. 


After a long parley between the Illi- 


nois Central police, the city officials 
and the Chicago police, the passengers 
from the boat were allowed to land 
and proceed along the tracks to Ran- 
dolph street where they were permit- 
ted to reach a street car.

Reports from mills and factories in 


various parts of the country, particu- 
larly in the North and East, continue 
to show an advance in wages. 


The increases of pay to workmen are 


not confined to any special industries, 
but they are perhaps most conspicuous 
in woollen, worsted, cotton, iron and 
steel mills. The number of factories 
in which the advance of wages has 
bceu ordered since the Wilson tariff 
became a law far exceeds six hundred. 
Conservative estimates place the num- 
ber of employes benefited by the in- 
creased wages or by the starting up of 
idle mills and the opening of new mills 
at 1,000,000. As a large proportion of 
these operatives are heads of families, 
the widespread effect of advancing 
wages has already reached two or 
throe millions of the laboring classes. 


Some of the ardent Republican dis- 


ciples of McKinleyisrn are predicting 
that this notable increase of wages is a 
"temporary thing." But there is no 
indication 
of 
any development to 


check or reverse the rise of wages. On 
the contrary, the mills are generally 
reported to be almost unprecedently 
busy and behindhand filling orders.

English trade. 


Of the 8739,000,000 of onr exports 


England has taken more than all other 
countries combined, while France and 
Germany have been but indifferent 
customers for our products. 


In view of their increasing sales in 


American markets, it is incumbent on 
both of these countries to adopt a more 
liberal and neighborly 
policy. 
It 


takes at least two countries to make 
international trade. 
Countries which 


continue attempting to exclude our 
goods from their markets must finally 
lose our markets for their owu.—New 
York World.
